The captain 
has promise of generous Canadian aid 
for his expedition and has gone to 
England to interview Sir Clements 
Markham, president of tbe Royal Geo- 
graphical society, on the project and 
also to make arrangements for the con- 
struction of a new ship. It will be de- 
cided In England whether tMs vessel 
is to be of wood, or malleable steel. 


The experience of Nansen's Fram 


makes the captain rather unfavorable 
to a wooden sJrip, because of the fears 
that that vessel engendered among her 
crew when in the ice floes. His prefer- 
ence Is for a steel ship, the sides of 
which can be so heated from within 
that she will avoid the evil effects of 
Ice pressure, and, being shaped like the 
Fram, will readily rise from the pres- 
sure of opposing ice floes. Captain 
Bernier estimates the total cost of the 
expedition at from .$80,000 to $90,000, 
of which $45,000 to §50,000 will be re- 
quired for the vessel and Its outfit. He 
gives bis own services free. 


Captain Bernier proposes to set out 


on his voyage about June 1, leaving 
Vancouver for Bering strait, accom- 
panied by a crew of 12, all possessed 
of special scientific attainments. The 
coast of Siberia will be followed as 
far as the new Siberian Islands, the 
expedition passing to the west of them 
to survey Sannikof Land and to finish 
the survey of North Bennett island 
commenced by the Jeannette's crew. 
There tbe opportunity witt be watcned 
for in the late period of navigation to 
proceed to the north of the Jeannette's 
arctic position through one of the 
northeasterly openings in the ice that 
are always found to exist about Oc- 
tober. 
The winter quarters of the 


ship will be about 500 miles from the 
pole. Here tne explorers will slaugh- 
ter the live stock brought with them 
for food and store the flesh in a depot 
on the Ice alongside of the ship against 
the time when there will be nothing 
to kill around them. In the latitude 
where the first winter will be passed 
tbe explorers expect to kill large quan- 
tities of bear, seal and walrus, not 
only for current use, but also to add 
to their reserve stores. 


All this time the captain expects to 


be gradually nearins the pole, carried 
toward it by the drift of tbe ice in 
which his vessel and attendant camps 
will be imbedded or upon the surface 
of which they will be borne. So grad- 
ual Is the drift and so slow will be 
the progress of the party that they 
only expect to reacb the pole during 
the third summer of their absence 
from home. 
It may not be possible 


for the expedition to take the drift Ice 
far enough to the east to be sure of 
passing directly over the pole because 
of tbe westerly drift 


In order to counteract this, however, 


a series of observation stations will be 
established on the Ice ten miles apart 
and stretching avray due east of the 
main camp. These observation camps 
v,'ill constitute one ct the main fea- 
tures of the expedition. Not only will 
they be sighted from one another, but 
they will be connected by telephonic 
communication, supplemented by a 
system of wireless telegraphy. The 
flagrstaffs of thpse stations vrill be com- 
posed of hollow aluminium pipes, two 
to three inches in diameter, containing 
emergency supplies of food. 
These 


pipes will be IS feet high. Each sta- 
tion will be supplied with self regis- 
tering thermometer and barometer. 
Five of them at least are to be estab- 
lished, and if this eastward extension 
of communication for 50 miles is found 
by observation to be sufficient for over- 
coming the westward drift the num- 
ber and extension of these observation 
stations can readily be increased, so 
lhat the passage of at least a portion 
»f the parry immediately over tbe pole 
may be definitely accomplished. 


The expedition expects to return by 


way of Spitzborjjen. Judging by the 
facts that the polar basin bas a higher 
level tban cither the Pacific or the At- 
lantic ocean, that the latter is lower 
than the Pacific and that the cold

The president ot the MasM^busetta 


Institute of Technology, i'rou--.^r H. 
S. Pritcliett, publishes In The Popular 
Science Monthly for November a pa- 
per upon the population of the United 
States during the oext ten centurte* 
which is interesting in many ways, 
writes Edward 8. Holdea In the Ke* 
York Sun. The decennial census re- 
turns from the year 1TSO onward give 
the actual number of Inhabitant*. Is 
there any uwrt'ood of predicting how 
many Inhabitants there wOl b« to any 
future year? Tbe answer to this ques- 
tion Is, No; there Is no such method. 
And tbe reason for tbe answer rests 
on the fact that the elements upon 
which th« increase of population will 
depend are not all known to us, and, 
still more, the effect which tbe known 
factors are to have in th* future can- 
not be certainly predicted from the 
effects, which they have had in tha 
past A widespread famine or a de- 
cided change in the birth rate will, 
as Professor Prltchett remarks, Intro- 
duce uncertainties Impossible of pre- 
diction. The descent of the hordes of 
Ghengiz Khan upon the populous cities 
»f Persia in the thirteenth century was 
entirely unforeseen, and no formula 
could have taken account of the tbou- 
sands upon thousands of the slain. 


There is a problem, however, which 


can be solved, and It is this: If we 
take the census returns for the years 
1790, 
1800, 1810 and so on to 1880, we 


have a series of 11 numbers—to wit, 
the total population of the United 
States for each of the census years. 
If we assume that the same causes 
that acted in the past and no others 
are to continue to act In the future 
In. substantially the same way and 
with essentially the same potency, It 
Is easy to deduce a general formula 
which will express tbe past and fu- 
ture growth of the population with an 
approach to exactness. 


The real problem that w* seek to 


eolve is unsolvable—-namely, what Is to 
be the future growth of our population. 
The problem that can be solved is 
much simpler, and It Is to establish a 
mathematical formula that will repre- 
sent the progression of any 11 number* 
with tolerable exactness and that wfll 
serve to give other terms of the series. 
This formula will represent the future 
growth of the country If the forces 
DOW acting, and only these, continue 
effective hi their present power, and 
only so. 


With these distinctions clearly drawn 


we may proceed to quote Professor 
Pritchett's figures. In the year 1790 
the actual population was 3,929,000 (to 
the nearest thousand). 
The mathe- 


matical formula aforesaid gives 4,012,- 
000; the discrepancy Is 83,000.

President Pritchett's formula for the 


population in 1900 gives 77,472,000. 
Since his paper was published the 
actual count has been made and the re- 
cult is 76,295,220. The discrepancy Is 
1,176,780, and this number is so large 
es to suggest that predictions for the 
years 2000 and beyond will have little 
value. 
However, assuming that tbe 


formula will give satisfactory results. 
It follows that ten centuries from new 
there will be 41,000,000,000 of people 
within the United States, or over 11,- 
DQO perrons per square mtte. 


These sreat changes are certainly not 


to come in our time, and there is, there- 
fore, no necessity to take thought how 
to meet them. In 1950 (if the formula 
holds) there will be 190,000,000 of us. 
Such a number Is not appalling. With 
pur present resources we can take care 
of a number as groat as this. In all 
probability the formula will require 
serious changes even before this time. 
Wars, pestilence, famines and the like 
will introduce n«w factsrs Into the 
proHcm and will ffravely modify the 
potency x»f those now effective. 
It Is 


almost idle to look forward more tha» 
half a century. Still tbe figures have & 
higb Interest and stimulate tho imagi- 
nation. They exhibit the chance that 
we are going to have in the world's 
work during the centuries to corae. I^et 
us be thankful for out children that 
they were born In America!

Lo»t ETrrytlilziB Tlier Own, Evou 
the Clothing on Their Back*. 
Temeeula is one of the 11 mission In- 


dian pueblos iu southern California. 
It 


is situated among the Sierra Madre 
mountains. 
All the mission Indians in 


California are famous gamblers, but the 
Temeculas are the most reckless plungers 
among any redskins in the west. 
The 


Sabobas, Temescals and Pachangos are 
also proficient gamblers. Every April or 
May these little remnants of former 
great tribes meet for a season of gam- 
bling. 


The mission Indians seem to have been 


born for gambling. No white gamblers 
will risk their all so complacently as the 
red people do, and no professional white 
plunger ever staid so persistently at gam- 
ing. 
All bucks and srjiiaw-? ramble. Tho 


Indian agents and the whites who hare 
lived among the redskins to teach them 
habits of sobriety and industry have al- 
most abandoned hops of reclaiming Lo 
and his family from Kambliu^ ways. 
They can curtail the drink habit, but the 
lovo of games of chance never. 
There 


have been naany times when a tribe lins 
parted with everything by whli-h it may 
live and provide some sort of a livelihood 
to the winners of a long (rambling same. 
But for the help of charitable people and 
the Indian agents the losers would be al- 
most starred. 


The one gambling game of the Indians 


of the Pacific coast is known as sing 
gamble. It is a simple game of guess- 
ing, 
but a red man will wager all his 


household possessions, even to his cloth- 
ing, on the gpme. Early in March the 
four tribes that join in the gambling 
festivity beseat tliPsnselveK, facing each 
other, and are ready for business. Th« 
tribal adherents of the rival players 
range themselves in the rear and watch 
the gatnc with intense interest and bet 
recklessly. 
A paleface cannot imagine 


the excitement they suppress as their 
black ey<»s follow the game. One of the 
players takes ten chips, one of them dis- 
tinguished from the others by a white 
ring, and divides them into two equal 
piles and carefully mixes them witli the 
bark shavings. He then grabs one pile, 
shavings and all, in each hand and 
moves his hands in a circle rapidly from 
right to left, while one of the opposite 
side guesses in which hand he holds the 
white ringed chip, or "queen," as it ia 
called. If the guess is right, one of the 
tally sticks is taken from the player's 
pile and given to the guesser, but if 
wrong the guesser's pile suffers. 


The guessing is done with deep study 


and after the most earnest possible 
vrntehing of the passes of the chips and 
the shavings from one hand, to the other. 
Each side starts with 60 sticks, and 
•when one ride has won them nil the game 
will come to aa end. The Indians trem- 
ble with excitement, and the squaws 
chatter excitedly among themselves con- 
cerning the conduct of the gaming opera- 
tions and the respective winnings and 
losings. Bets are constantly being made, 
not on the separate plays, but on th« 
outcome of the game, and all will be set- 
tled at the same time. The bets consist 
of money, blankets, horses, guns, cows, 
harness and everything the bettors pos- 
sess, even to the clothing on their backs. 


Occasionally the gaming will become 


very noisy, and the tribes will endeavor 
to cheer their respective tribal players 
and therefore help their own bets to- 
ward winning by shouts and yells and 
deep guttural songs. Fancy what a noise 
would be made by a lot of excited In- 
dians yelling the following: 


Hey-yo, no-ho! 


- Hey-jo, ho-ho, ho-hol 


Ayee, hs-ho, ajee, ayeel 
! 
Mingi, Mingi, Pachaugoti 


! 
Ah, eh, a-s-a 


I 
Ho-y»h-wah-who 


S"a-clian-g9! 


^ The whole assemblage of redsk5n« take 
up this yell and continue it over ant] 
over, keeping time with their clapping 
hands and swaying bodies. The dealers 
who are meanwhile silently playing the 
game of sing gamble for their respective 
tribal bettors, also keep time with their 
movements with the wooden chips. A 
dealer will seize a double handful 0! 
shavings and then ostentatiously count 
out eight wooden chips and one black one 
nine in all. Then he will click them sev- 
eral times and magicaHy cover them with 
shavings. 
Then he 'will separate the 


chips and shavings and shew two piies 01 
white chips. 
In a twinkling he will 


make passes with his bands, holding the 
two piles of chips about his head, undei 
his blouse and about his anatomy so fasi 
that a three card mente sharp woulo 
wonder at his dexterity. 


The chatting suddenly ceases, and ev- 


ery eye is turned to some one of the deal- 
ers who are performing all manner ol 
rapid passes to deceive the eyes of tht 
bettors of the opposite tribe. Wh»n tht 
bets have been made, the dealers sudden- 
ly ceaie their passes and gyrations, ant 
by a dexterous movement throw the chipi 
and shavings from one hand upon th< 
mat. 
If the black chip is there, ont 


point h«s been scored by the tribe thai 
bet it was there. If it is in the othei 
hand, the tribe has lost a point to its op 
ponents. 


As the game progresses the backers 01 


the players, who are all intensely, almosl 
insanely, interested in the outcome, be 
cause of having staked their worldl] 
wealth upon it, encoiiraga them and as 
sist them in every way possible. 
Thi 


squaws are as interested as taeir lords 
They arrange themselves in lines on ei 
ther side of the players and occasionally 
break into monotonous chants or indulgi 
in the peculiar movements that pass fo: 
dancing among the American aborigines 
All night long this is kept up without in 
termission, the Indians apparently beins 
incapable of fatigue. 


To the spectator the game is most mo 


notonous, but never so to those who hav< 
so deep an interest in the outcome of th< 
piny. In former days, when tribes cami 
together to the number of hundreds an* 
even thousands on each side, when sucl 
forms of wealth as have been introduce* 
by the whites were unknown to them 
and they had only their native artielei 
to wager, when they were dressed ii 


* their .native costumes, the scene raus 
havr been fnr morn wild and pirturesqua 
Now the men wear woolen shirts ant 


' overalls, and the women are arrayed IT 
slovenly calico dresses, with shawls ov« 
their shoulders.—San Francisco Bulletin

money behind It as any of the great 
dailies of America. He said the sub- 
ject was so important that men of 
wealth were seriously discussing the 
establishment of a paper that would 
tell the truth. 


He also made the remarkable state- 


ment that a plan was on foot to estab- 
lish an ideal theater, devoted exclu- 
sively to the legitimate drama and 
eliminating all that is objectionable 
from plays and the stage. In other 
words, only the lofty and noble forms 
of dramatic entertainment would be 
presented to the public, now weary 
and disgusted with repulsive plays. 


Here is what Dr. Parkhurst said: 


"The fact is at the present time when 
we read a newspaper—I am not snylns 
your paper or any other paper; I am 
taking the average newspaper—when 
we read a newspaper we do not know 
whether we are reading the truth. We 
have a very strong presumption that 
we are not. I am speaking, remember, 
of the average paper." 


"Do you mean city papers or country 


papers?" he was asked. 


"The papers that I see are mostly 


city papers. I am not speaking simply 
for myself. I am speaking "for other 
people as well. At the present time 
tUere are those who arc anxiously con- 
sidering the matter of establishing a 
journal for the purpose of telling the 
truth and sufficiently capitalizing it so 
that it will have no trouble in telling 
the truth." 


"In other words, It would be an 


honest free lance?" 


"Yes. In a certain respect the news- 


papers are like our theaters. It bas 
come to be a fact in the city of New 
York—I have it from those who are 
constant attesdants at the theaters— 
that a theater as a rule cannot be made 
to pay unless there Is more or less of 
that in it which Is objectionable. The 
only way in which a first class theater j 
can be maintained is by its being en- 
dowed. Now, the same words apply to 
tbe average newspaper. The papers 
now are run on a business plan. They 
are not leading the public. Some papers 
are run for poetical ends, because with 
them politics is going to put money 
into the till. This is an important 
statement, that it is purposed to estab- 
lish a newspaper to tell the truth. 
Well, it Is being considered now. I 
know It" 


"Can 
you name some of the points 


that such a paper would cover?" 


"The 
ideal paper would be a paper 


with just as much enterprise as our 
most enterprising papers at present 
have. The paper must be enterprising; 
otherwise it is dead before it is born. 
It must have the news. You take mar- 
ket reports. In all papers they have 
to be truthful. Now, when the same 
truthfulness Is observed with regard 
to other matters as is observed with 
market reports, then people are going 
to know what they are reading. 1 of- 
ten hear people say, 'I find this and 
that in the paper; therefore I know it 
Is not true.' 


"Of course that is an exaggeration, 


and yet there Is a very large element 
of truth In it 


"The 
ideal paper, of course, must 


contain news. What would this ideal 
paper do, for Instance, with press re- 
ports which come in when there is no 
immediate way or verifying iheir ac- 
curacy and thus get printed? 


"It \t one thing to be liable to error, 


as onyborly is; it Is another thing to de- 
liberately 'pad' your news when you 
are going to do it for a purpose and 
because the carrying out of that pur- 
pose will pay. It Is unquestioned, or, 
rather, an asserted fact, that the news- 
papers are not leading public opinion. 
J3ere are four or five or six papers, knd 
If a man wants to know what l» going 
on he bas got to read them all, and 
then he has got to strike a »e*n aver- 
age between tbe lot. After all, you 
cannot pin your fnlth on any one pa- 
per, and you must strike an average 
between the lot in order to get at any- 
thing. It is the law of averages th« 
reader has got to respect." 


"How 
would such a paper classify 


the news? What 'wonld it leave out?" 


"I do not know that It would neces- 


srril.y fxrliide a pnppr from identifying 


with Mlw» H«ja».,_ L-MI 


•nre that it would. But the object of 
* partisan paper now Is not to tell the 
whole truth, but to tell ouly such por 
tions of the truth as will be favorable 
to the party repr«0efttad. It, fpr ex 
ample, y»u arc a Republican »ad want 
to get the whole 1;rutJ>, you have to got 
It by roadlog something besides a Re 
pabllcnu paper. 


"Then, In regard to matters of news. 


I'aMsan papers will give you only 
whet Is f»Tortb!o t« their side upon 
«i»ery p«lltic*l question. They will not 
glvfc yeu the mt. Telling only a part 
of the truth 111 oft«n equlralent to tell- 
ing a vrbol* H*. It nsay toncenl that 
which It IK e**«oti*l you should know 
In order to get at the whole truth. 
Telling half suppresses the rest. 


"Partisan papers labor to tell you 


only half the trtth. When I say parti- 
san papers, it may not be simply in 
regard to matters of politics; it may 
be ia regard to other matters just as 
well. Wherever a paper has an inter- 
est it Is run for the promotion of that 
Interest. Wherever a paper is run for 
the promotion of an Interest it will 
hold back just BO much as will stand 
in the way of tho promotion of that in- 
terest, whether it be politics or wheth- 
er It be business. I know that a paper 
which will t«ll the truth is being seri- 
ously considered, as there Is also be- 
ing considered the matter of the es- 
tablishment of an endowed theater. 


"This paper would cover all the 


ground covered by the New York pa- 
pers. It would be equal to any one of 
them in resources. It would be very 
foolish to undertake to run a paper In 
any other way. It would be dead be- 
fore it was born. Now let me give you 
an idea. In the summer I read the 
London Times. The London Times ia 
a way is a slow paper. It has not the 
enterprise that a number of our New 
York papers have. At the same time, 
when I read the London Times, I feel, 
as a rule, that I am reading what is 
true. I have not got to read another 
paper the same day iu order to find 
out what is goliis on in the world. 
I recognize thp fact that it is not as 
enterprising, but I get more out of it 
'than I do out of the New York papers. 


"One of the most unfortunate things 


that occurred to the reading public was 
the cutting down of the price of our 
daily papers. Now, I had to pay three- 
pence (6 cents) for the London Times. 
I would gladly pay 6 cents today for 
a good paper here. 1 said at the time 
we were going to lose just as much in 
quality as we gained in price, and wo 
have done it 
I do not like to see 


penny papers. 
They do not signify 


anything. 


"Here is an example of fraudulence 


In newspaper practice. I have scon 
what purported to be articles of my 
own in papers, with my name signed 
to them, not oao word of which I have 
written, not one thought of which I 
have thought. I mean in city papers 
here, and you can never get any re- 
dress. Newspapers always have the 
advaataje of you." 


"Of course, doctor, you recognize tbe 


press as a power. You reeo?ni.-'.e how 
the pnp?r"i hdr-d you in your fight a 
few "oar.= asro." 


"Oi1 course 1 recognize that But let 


me tell you what I ruean. The people 
lead the press rather than the press 
the people. There are papers that take 
a certain position today, and we know 
that they are liable to tske another 
poaltioa a year frsro today. Therefore, 
people hftvs no coofidpnce in them. We 
havo papers here ia New York that to- 
day are fighting Platt with all their 
might. 
Not n great while ago they 


were standing up for him. Platt is the 
sams BOTT that he was then. How 
much inSueSee have such papers with 
the poop!*? 


"Such thing's show that the papr-ra 


are willing to shift their sails accord- 
Ing to the wind that is blowing, and In- 
dicate that they are net animated by 
truthfulness and an irreversible n;oral 
impulse. 


"What we want is a newspaper with 


a high mcval purpose, which is un- 
shakable and unpurchasable, and then 
it will be a power. What we want is s 
newspaper with convictions—convic- 
tions that nre deep enough to run down 
underneath, below the stratum of pres- 
ent circumstances—a paper whose tone 
will not be aCccted either by its small 
or great patronage."

WHEN CHINA GttOWS WISE. 


One of H*r Statesmen tHvea the ftm.- 


tlonn Soloma Warniuc. 


Of course any man will fijjht against 


thu Invasion of hie own country, but 
you must remember that In the Interior 
of China nro millions 4* p«ic«ful poo- 
pie who do not even know that there 
is a war lu progress, writes Ho Tow, a 
Chinese statesman, in Leslie's Weekly. 
We have as yet only 40,000 regular 
troops, and all the rest are Irregular 
fighters. But even these 40,000 are 
poorly paiJ, and we have no pension 
system. They are poorly equipped and 
poorly drilled. Just wait ontil the al- 
lies 
have established 
garrisons—in 


Tien-tsin, for Instance. Then you will 
Bee our people taking careful note of 
nil that goes on. They will organize, 
they ttill drill, they will copy modern 
ruethods aud arm themselves In mod- 
ern style, and in tho end they will 
overthrow and massacre any garrison, 
however strong. The European nations 
cannot place rtrons enough garrisons 
to hold down these millions of people. 
They may hold them now just for a lit- 
tle, but as soon as the Chinese shall 
be sufficiently civilized foreign occupa- 
tion will not only be impossible, but 
the orientals will be a menace to Eu- 
rope itself. 


I believe that the allies themselves 


will see this and that they will ac- 
knowledge the futility of attempting to 
hold this immense country. 
As soon 


aa one province shall be subdued an- 
other will rise, and so on throughout 
the IS, when it will be time to begin 
over again. 
It does not require a 


statesman to see the futility of that. It 
can never be accomplished—not with 
millions of men nor with millions of 
money nor, I was going to say, in a 
million of years. 


To sum up, China is a tremendous 


force, dormant now, but she is exceed- 
ingly quick to learn and amazingly In- 
telligent and imitative. 
Her people 


love their country more perhaps than 
any other nation in the world. They 
have not yet been stirred, and they do 
not understand true fighting methods, 
but when they do look out, for there 
will be a new force in the world, and 
if the powers remain in China, whose 
territory they seem to covet, th«y will 
rouse a force which not all the power 
in the world can put to sleep again. 
The alHes make a great mistake if they 
think that China will tamely or ulti- 
mately submit to being sliced up. She 
is dazed now, but she will awaken, and 
nothing in the world can stop her then.

Arliona Cowboy* Will Catch Brnla 


With the Lariat. 


A large number of bears have been 


drtveta out of the f£hi Francisco uioim- 
tains 1u northoRste'r'rflnArizoua by tho 
cold and have in1grk"t£d south into the 
bills and canyons around Blue river, 
nffordln* sport for tbe cowboys of that 
section, says a Phenix (A. T.) dispatch 
to the Chicago Record. The maneu- 
vers of a herd of 100 bears were watch- 
ed from a peak overlooking Blue river 
a fewdnys ago by a posse of well known 
cowboys composed of Nels Wilson, 
Rawley West, "Buck" Davis and sev- 
eral others. 
Shortly before coming 


upon the herd they had encountered a 
bunch of fUe bears and killed four, but 
the other escaped after a lively chase. 
Their ammunition was spent on the 
fonrth bear, and the vaqueros started 
out to "rope"* the fifth. 


The roping of bear, mountain lion 


and even deer is a favorite pastime of 
the Arizona cowboy and at the same 
time affords a test of his accuracy with 
the rope and the speed and activity of 
bis horse. He seldom misses a "throw" 
when the animal is within range of the 
rope, but in the roping of bear not only 
must the cowboy be Buccessful In plac- 
ing the noose about the bear's neck, but 
he must draw it taut before the wily 
bruin shakes it off. 


On this occasion the boys followed 


their quarry through mesquite shrub- 
bery, and several times when it ap- 
peared on an open they tossed the lasso 
about the animal's neck. The bear as 
frequently stopped, obtained a little 
slack and neatly threw off the nooso 
with his paw. 
The cowboys suffered 


the disgrace of losing their animal, 
three lariats and their temper, but they 
returned to Safford, a small community 
in the mountains, with four skins and 
a wonderful account of a herd of Ari- 
zona bears. 
Cowboys from the sur- 


rounding bills are completing a rodeo 
and are gathering for a big bear hunt. 
Little ammunition will be taken along, 
for the cowboy as a rule who stoops to 
shoot a bear is regarded as no better 
than the hunter who revels In "pot 
shots," and the vaquero who returns 
without having successfully roped sev. 
eral bruins will be in disgrace.

ty Received Medal From Holland. 
Professor Frederick Starr, the well 


known anthropologist at the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, has received a silver 
medal from Que«n Wilhelmlna of Hol- 
land, says the Chicago Times-Herald. 
This award of honor has been given 
as an acknowledgment for a fine collec- 
tion of busts and pictures secured by 
Professor Starr as the result of his 
etudies among the Mexican Indians 
and sent by him to the national scien- 
tific anrl artistic collection of Holland. 


A portrait of the youthful queen, 


with a border of leaves surrounding it 
and the 
Inscription, 
"Wilhelmina 


Kouigiu der Nederlanden," Is on the 
obverse of the medal. On the reverse 
Is the Inscription, "Voor Verdlensten 
Jegens, 'S Ryks Musea Aan Frederick 
Btarr, 1900." The medal Is surmount- 
ed by the royal crown. 


The collection which was sent to 


Leyden by Professor Starr Is a part of 
the results of his many trips to Mexi- 
co, Including the busts of 16 Pueblo 
Indians. Another feature of the col- 
lection Is Professor Starr's new bock, 
entitled "The Indians of 
Southern 


Mexico." This Is an ethnological al- 
bum and contains 141 plates, illustrat- 
ing the various types of Indians. 


In forwarding the medal to Profess- 


or Starr from New York J. R. Planten, 
consul general and charge d'affaires for 
the Netherlands, wrote: "His excel- 
lency the minister of foreign affairs 
has Informed me that her majesty the 
queen hss been pleased to award to 
you by royal decree the silver museum 
medal as a testimonial of the apprecia- 
tion of the Interest you have manifest- 
ed in the national scientific and artistic 
collections, as shown by your gifts to 
those institutions." 


Professor Starr has kept the receipt 


of the medal a secret since Oct. 15, but 
President Harper heard of it and the 
other day told of the honor conferred 
upon one of his faculty members.

The biygest fish that sivims is l.nowa 


by seafaring men as the L^king shark, 
from its habit of lying for hours on top 
of the waves when the weather is cahn, 
basking in the sun. Scientific men call 
this fish the rhinodon. They say its «i- 
lierae length is 40 feet, hut there are 
plenty of old salts who swear they haia 
seen "backers" 60 feet long. Huge as 
the basking shark is, it never has been 
known to attack a man. 


One came ashore oS. the New England 


coast some years ago, and another was 
beached on the California coast nenr 
Monterey in 15S3. It was plump 40 feet 
long, and thi» lends color to the sailor- 
men's big stories, since it is hardly prob- 
able that the largest specimen in exiit- 
ence has been caught. 
There was a 


time when basking sharks were termed 
"common," but that time passed so long 
ago that they now are counted extreme- 
ly rare, and the authorities of the Brit- 
ish museum have long made a standing 
offer of $1,000 for the uninjured skin of 
one. 
Professor Jordan of the University 


of California, who examined the Mon- 
terey specimen, says that offer never 
will be taken. In his judgment, it would 
require labor equivalent to the work of 
one man two v. hole months to flay s 
good sized busking shark.

tensively, because it produces relatively 
little of commercial value. NererthelesB, 
Ihe Portujrup^e fi'tvimen who captured 
the one at Monterey pot three barrels of 
oil from its li\er, and sis faarrelfuls were 
tried out of the liver of the basker cap- 
tured on the New England shot*.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

INCREASED MOTIVE POWER 


Engines

Rebuilt and Enlarged 


Being 


The Hoosac Valley street railroad 


company has made a contract •with the 
Fitchburg- stea.m engine company ot 
Fitehburg to rebuild its two engines at 
the power station at Zylom'te, and the 
work is already under way at the en- 
gine company's shops in Fitchburg. 
This enlargement or the engines will 
increase their capacity from £()0 to 90S 
horse power. The railroad company" 
has needed more power for some time, 
and this increase will probably be suf- 
ficient for a long time to com*'. The 
engines -will be rebuilt one at a time. 
so there will be no interference with 
the traffic of the road. 


In the movement for an increase of 


salary for the city clerk, and the re- 
quest of the school committee for more 
rnonoy which was granted, the perma- 
nent firemen' are beginning to fear that 
their request for an increase 'of pay will 
be overlooked entirely. As reported in 
this paper s'ome weeks ago, the per- 
manent firemen were considering: a 
petition, and this has nlow been pre- 
sented to Mayor Wilkinson. This ques- 
tion will have to be decided by the 
council when the appropriations for 
next year are made up and passed. The 


! added amount needed to give them the 


infcrease asked for would have to be 
included in the appropriation if the 
c'ouncil thought best. 


The firemen, of whom there ore four, 


with one substitute who gives half his 
time to the department, feel that theirs 
is a case which deserve* atention. They 
now receive $700, and their petition to 
the mayor asks for J900 a year. This 
is the amount paid the chief of the de- 
partment, who so far have asked for no 
Increase, 


The men say th-at they are compelled 


to be on duty 24 hours in the day, with 
a constant risk to- life in answering 
alarms, and that their pay for this 
amounts to $1.92 a day. 


They compare the amount paid in this 


city to that paid inl other cities of the 
state, the comparison showing that 
North Adams pays probably the low- 
est of any. Haverhill pays the per- 
manent firemen $1075 a year, New Bed- 
ford $912.50, Brockton $750 for the first 
year, $825 the sec'ond, and 5000 after the 
tl-ird, Fitchburg $fllG, 
IT'.]:-ohe 
$7Su.

second, and $900 after the third. 


Of course some of the larger places 


pay considerably more, and in' every 
city there is some rule in regard to a 
day off once iri two wee'ks 'or a monlh.

HOW THE ELECLORS VOTE 


Interesting Formality in the Real El«c- 


tion of thi President 


The electoral college of Massachu- 


setts, winch Is composed of the 13 dis- 
trict and two at-large republican presi- 
dential elector?, will organize in the 
senate chamber at the state house at 
2 p. m. on January 12, which will be the 
Saturday preceding the second Monday 
in January. 
The secretary of state 


will call this body of men together and 
will preside until a president is chosen. 
The president of the college will, with- 
out much doubt, be ex-Governor Roger 
Wolcott, one of the two electors-at- 
larse. 


The process of assembling the elec- 


toral college 'is very simple. As soon 
as the g-overnor and council tabulate 
the returns the governor issues a proc- 
lamation, which must be printed in at 
least one newspaper in each county, 
announcing the vote for presidential 
electors for all candidates who have re- 
ceived one-fifth of tha total vote cast. 
Fourteen days are allowed in which the 
returns may be contested, and at the 
expiration of this period, if no douTbt 
is raised, the governor is authorized to 
issue a certificate of election to each 
of the 15 electors chosen. 


Following this, under the United 


States law, a certifi-jnte for the elect- 
oral college is issued under the hand of 
the governor and secretary of state. 
This names specifically 
the 
electors 


chosen and gives also the votes polled 
for the electors at-large and by dis- 
tricts. Five of these certificates are 
issued by the engrossing department 
in the secretary of state's office. One 
is fu-nt to the secretary of state at 
"Washington, three are prepared for the 
electoral college and the fifth is retain- 
ed in the office of the 
secretary 
of

When the electoral college meets on 


January 12 it merely organizes and fills 
vacancies, if any exist. Adjournment 
is then made to the following Monday 
to any hour the college may select. 
Aftre the college is called to order on 
Monday the first business is the ap- 
pointment of a committee to notify the 
governor that the electoral college has 
organize!. The governor will visit the 
electoral college and make a speech— 
very short and very formal if the cus- 
tom of D'J-st years is followed. 


After the governor lias retired a mo- 


tion will b^ mad# to ballot for a *>resi- 


j dent of the United States. The secre- 


tary of the electoral college, who by 
the way is a member of the college, 
will call the roll and each -elector will 
rise in his seat and place a printed slip 
in the box, bearing the name of the 
present chief executive of the nation. 
The elector will also announce: "T 
vote for William McKirley of Ohio for 
president." The sams coursa will be 
followed in the election of a vice sres- 
ident . 


The only other business the electoral 


college has to perform is the election 
of a messenger to carry the certificate 
to Washington to the hand of. the presi- 
dent of the United States senate. Th? 
choice of a messenger is not usually 
-riarlp v Hhout a contest. Four years 
ago Peter Morrison of East Boston, a 
member of the college, was elected. 
Franklin L. Carter, one of the electors, 
placed in 
nomination for messenger 


William B. Plunkett of Adams, but 
the convention voted, on motion of 
John C. Cobb, that none but members 
cf the electoral college b<* eligible to 
election as messenger. 
Previous 
to 


four years ago an outsider had always 
been chosen. 


The secretary of state then provides 


engrossed certificates of the vote for 
president, vice president anr1 messen- 
ger containing the autograph signa- 
ture-; of the members of the colleee. 
These certificates are enclosed in an 
envelope an* addressed 1o the presi- 
dent cf the United States senate.Wash- 
inerton, D. C., and given to the mes- 
senger. A duplicate set of certificates 
is sent by mail to the president of the 
United Si-ates senate, and a third du- 
plicate set is delivered to the judge 
of the United States district court fo 
this district. 


The members of the electoral colleee 


receive $3 per day for each day in at- 
tendance at the college, and mileage at 
the rate of $1 for each five miles of 
travel bet-ween their places of residence 
and the state house.
